Pepe was 
equally snecessful. and another battleship 
wert up in flames. With shouts of “Viec- 
tory to the Crons,” the old-time war cry 
of Byzantium, the islanders escaped in a 
lanneh which they had im tow, without 
the loss of a single man.

The history of the island of Rhodes 
may be divided into three periods, namely,

from the earliest times to the days when 
it became a Roman possession : “se the 
beginning of the Christian era to the ¢s- 
tablishmest of the order of the Kivights 
of St. Jolin Gm the island; anil, lastly, 
from the fourteenth century to the pres- 
ent time. 

What Wisby was to the Baltic in the 
thirteenth century A, Ty}, Rhodes was to 
the Mediterranean alwut 300 GC. Ohy- 
ing to its favorable location on the great 
highway between Egypt and Greere, the 


island carly rose to commercial impor- 
tative, Its first settlers weré the Detrati. 
The people were thrifty and skilled in 
handiwork, and thes soon built tp an ex- 


tensive fleet, which oot only enabled then 


to gain important possessions along the 
adjacent coast of Catia, on the maimland 
of Asia Minor: but they were also inca 
position to become the masters. of the 
eastern Mediterranean as well, There 
awere important ‘schools of philosephy, 
aft, and oratery, the latter having been 
attended by Cicers ancl Corsar, 
TH, DAYS OF TILE KRANTGCITTS 

With the advent af the Knights of St. 

‘olin an interesting period began for 
thodes. This order was founded te Je 
risalem in the eleventh century, atid 
after mony hardships finally found a 
home at Rhodes, where dt assumed the 
name of the Knights of Rhodes. The 
pewer of the order was aleo gradually 
extended over a number af the amailer 
neighboring islands; as well ns the coast 
nf the mainland, Such a prosperctus 
iWland early attracted the witention of the 
Turks, and after many wars the Knights 
were finally forced, in 1522, to retire to 
Malis. - 

From this time until the war with 
Tripoli, Rhodes was under Turkish rule. 
Tn Mav, téa, ai Ttaliot: feet lance! a 
force on the stand andl in ao shert time 
compelled the small Turkish gatrison to 
capitiilote. At the present tine the isiaid 
is heing held by Ttaly. 

The thest interesting things to be seen 
dn Rhodes are the walls and, boililings 
connected with the days when the Knights 
riled on the ishind. The walls, in fact, 
may be classed among the fimest meontd- 
ments of medieval architecture now ex- 
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tant; the towers.and bastions are, fir the 


fist part, ina state of splendiel preserva- 
ion, andthe whole ts surrounded tw im- 
mense mots, Ln tiany of these monts 
huge cannon-balls have been piled up as 
# grim reminder of the fierce sieges which 
these walls have withstood, 

The so-called Street of Knight= re- 
mins abet the same as it was: in the 
fifteenth century, ‘The anns of the ya- 
rons orders are engraved on many cf the
